Saskatchewan team has the edge on 
Alberta in the distance and weight 
events, and also in a pole vaulter who

smaller than ours). 

Alberta is strong in sprints, weights 
and jumping events. 

Manitoba Coming 

The Manitoba team will be the dark 
horse, but it is expected they will fur- 
nish a number of surprises, and it is 
certain they will have a strong team. 
Manitoba were hosts for the Dominion 
track meet in August, and they will 
likely have a number of Dominion 
champions in their line-up. Last year 
the Manitoba women’s team was excep- 
tionally strong, and we hear also good- 
looking—the track meet will be in- 
teresting.

Among those participating will be 
Bob Rowed and McMann, who star in 
the distance events, McMann holding 
the intercollegiate record for the half- 
mile, mile and three mile. Rowed 
won these three events for the last two 
years.

Rowan, whose topic will be, “Men, 
Monkeys and the Modern Mentality”; 
on December 11 by H. J. McLeod, who 
will discuss “The Social Aspects of 
Science’; on January 15 by W. G. 
Hardy, whose subject will be “Hellen- 
ism: the Restless Mind”; on February 
12 by Stanley Smith, who will speak 
on “Modern Alchemy”; and on March 
11 by G. A. Elliott, who will be con- 
cerned with “The Economist in Modern 
Society.”

Quickly following up its prveious suc- 
cesses, the Commerce Club held its 
first luncheon meeting of the 1935-36 
season in the Varsity Tuck Shop 
Monday, October 21st. After a sur- 
prisingly appetizing meal, President 
Sid Sutherland disposed of routine 
business with dispatch, and introduced 
the speaker of the day, Professor G. A. 
Elliott, head of the Department of 
Political Economy, and, incidentally, 
Honorary President of the Commerce 
Club—or should we say, Honorary Pre- 
sident of the Commerce Club and, in- 
cidentally, head of the Department of 
Political Economy? 


After his preliminary remarks, Pro- 
fessor Elliott took the opportunity of 
offering a little constructive criticism. 
He didn’t think the president and Sec- 
retary Al Moreton offered sufficient 
decoration for the head table when 
such a wealth of material was avail- 
able. By and large, we consider the 
observation sound. 


The speaker then launched into his 
subject with customary zeal. The Com- 
merce students were somewhat crest- 
fallen when they learned that in the 
School of Commerce the practise had 
been to offer only certain hand-picked 
Arts courses. Their peace of mind was 
quickly restored, however, when he 
went on to explain that subsequent ad- 
ditions to these courses had now de- 
dinitely placed Commerce on a far 
higher plane than “just Arts.” 


He asked the students to consider 
their education from a long-run view- 
point, and urged them not to look only 
to graduation day, but rather to a 
period perhaps five or even ten years 
hence, by which time they will have 
been able to acquire the details of the 
business in their chosen field, and 
these, together with the understanding 
of Economics and Accounting . gained 
in the University, would fit them well 
for responsible positions in the busi- 
ness world.

Identified With New Party 


Dalhousie can number among its 
illustrious alumni the former Prime 
Minister of Canada. Other educational 
institutions may boast of graduates 
who have become leading government 
figures, but, probably for the first 
time, the University of Alberta will 
soon obtain prominence in this regard. 
We have reference to John H. Black- 
more, the probable leader of the Social 
Credit party in the Federal house. 

Mr. Blackmore graduated in Arts 
from this University whilst the institu- 
tion was yet in infancy. Crippled from 
childhood, he has by his indomitable 
courage and perseverance secured a 
place in the educational life of the 
province. While yet a small child, he 
suffered an injury which resulted in 
permanent lameness. His determina- 
tion to master his handicap led him to 
resolve to secure higher education. 
With characteristic pluck he engaged 
in numerous activities, his highest suc- 
cess being attained when he captured 
the University welterweight boxing 
championship. 

Mr. Blackmore was recognized on the 
campus as a talented actor. 


After graduation Mr. Blackmore re- 
turned to the district of his birth, and 
since that time has been a respected 
teacher at Cardston, Woolford, Moun- 
tainview and, for 17 years, at Cardston. 

He is a dignitary of the Mormon 
Church, an active Sunday school work- 
er and a lover of youth. 


Thoroughly Canadian in his outlook, 
Mr. Blackmore is typical of the spirited 
enthusiasm for the new system. For 
the past two and one-half years he 
has been prominently identified with 
the Social Credit movement. An im- 
pressive and forceful speaker, he has 
worked ardently in the interests of his 
political convictions.

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DEBATING 

On Thursday last over two hundred students were 
present in Convocation hall for the first Open Forum 
debate of this session. Undoubtedly the resolution, 
“Resolved that this House declines to take up arms 
under any circumstances,” attracted many who were 
interested in hearing discussion on this timely subject. 
However, it may be safely said that for the most part 
those present were there to participate actively in the 
meeting. 

Unfortunately time was short. When the main speak- 
ers had concluded, scarcely an hour remained for 
speeches from the floor. This time was not lost. There 
was an almost continuous process of volunteers, desiring 
to address the gathering, to the front of the room. It 
was with some difficulty that the speaker selected those 
who were to speak. Many who came prepared to speak 
were not given the opportunity to do so. 

This seems to lead to the conclusion that the student 
body is interested in the Debating Society, and that they 
realize the multiple advantages to be gained from an 
ability to speak in public. Provided interesting resolu- 
tions are chosen in the future, the number of those who 
attend the Open Forum debates should grow with each 
meeting. 

The debating executive is to be congratulated on the 
splendid results achieved. The executive should be en- 
couraged to redouble its efforts in order that the forum, 
which in past years seemed to be declining, may ex- 
perience that vitality which it.should rightfully possess, 
and become thereby entitled to the important place it 
holds in student activities. 

Student opinion can be collectively expressed in only 
two ways. The first is through the medium of the 
student newspaper, and the second is through the De- 
bating Society, providing, of course, that the latter selects 
suitable resolutions. Thus it can be rightfully concluded 
from the results of last Thursday that we are opposed to 
taking up arms. Similarly, in the future the society 
will express authoritatively student opinion on.topics of 
student and public interest. 

It is important to know that this organization has 
cther interests besides those directly relating to the 
compus. 

This week the secretary is sending circular latters to 
the towns and local organizations in the province pro- 
posing that they arrange debates between local teams 
of their choice and University teams. In past years the 
response to these offers has been very gratifying. Several 
teams have been sent from the University, and in every 
instance favorable reports have been received from the 
towns where the debates were held. Not only that, but 
ence a town has accepted the invitation of the society 
to arrange a debate, they cantinue to do so in the 
following years. The citizens look forward with interest 
and expectation to the arrival of the University. debaters, 
and turn out in large numbers to hear them. Thus the 
society is providing for an exchange of opinion between 
students and the people of the outer districts of the 
province, and incidentally stimulating public interest in 
the University. 

The debates seem to demonstrate to the pople who 
support the University that our interests are mainly in- 
tellectual. That we are here to study and to prepare our- 
selves to face seriously the problems of life. They give 
the people an opportunity to hear students discuss reso- 
lutions of public interest and concern, and let them see 
University.

SHAW AND ETHICS 


“The Adventures of the Black Girl 
in Her Search for God.”’—Bernard 
Shaw. 

Mr. Shaw departs from his practice 
of presenting his theories in a stage 
comedy, and provides us now with a 
very interesting and readable little 
volume. “Where is God?” asks the 
black girl, and on being told—“Seek 
and you shall find him”—sets out into 
the African forests armed with her 
trusty knobkerry. Upon inquiring of 
the first old gentleman she meets in 
what direction she can find God, she 
is told that God is before her, that 
she must immediately kneel down and 
worship, and that a sacrifice must be 
forthcoming in the immediate future. 
This idea of God seems so ridiculous 
to the reasoning of the black girl that 
she immediately lays about her with 
her knobkerry. Continuing on her 
way, she encounters many strange 
people, and of all she requests aid in 
her search for God. From each she 
receives different advice, given in a 
most positive and dogmatic manner. 
In this way Mr. Shaw presents to us 
the God of Noah demanding newly- 
slain sacrifices and the God of Job of 
a weakly, argumentative nature. The 
God of Micah asks the black girl to do 
justice, love mercy and walk humbly 
with him. Thus in review pass before 
us the different gods of the Bible and 
of changing civilization. The black 
girl finally comes to the conclusion 
that it is better to settle down and 
cultivate her garden than to go out in 
search of God, for God is always about 
her and knows how to look after 
himself without her striving uselessly 
to find him 

Shaw, in his usual manner, has a 
few comments to make. Viewed se- 
parately from his other works, this 
book appears to be a sincere bit of 
moralizing, and is additionally unique 
because of his failure to contradict 
himself once within seventy-five pages. 
The worry of the moment with Shaw 
is “the insance practise of continually 
taking in new idea without clearing | 
out the ideas they supersede.”

Enthusiastic to an extraordinary de- 
gree, he has been always able to throw 
his unequalled forcefulness into each 
type with obvious sincerity. The re- 
sult is a remarkable understanding of 
several points of view, but there seems 
to be at times a_clash between these 
same points of view. Mr. Bennett the 
reformer has ,upon occasion, failed to 
agree with Mr. Bennett the Bis- 
marckian socialist. Mr. Bennett the 
true Democrat somehow does not seem 
to coincide with Mr. Bennett the dic- 
tator. Thus we realize why he in- 
spires either complete loyalty or in- 
stinctive repugnance. Mr. Bennett is 
unodoubtedly the most amazing and 
complex Canadain of today. As a 
prominen eastern financial paper so 
aply puts it: “The ex-Prime Minister is 
a Cabinet in himself’—but has such a 
one-man government ever accomplish- 
ed that most difficult of feats: the 
sound interpretations of public opinion 
for the benefit of all?

Mr. Stevens prides himself as a 
knight in shining armour. Crusading 
seems to be his virtue—crusading that 
has more than once finished with dis- 
advantage to his own cause. Perhaps 
unhappily, his recent righteous cam- 
paigning aroused suspicions in the 
public mind of parliamentary oppor- 
tunism. Still, we must be thankful 
that Mr. Stevens has at least picked a 
hole in the stoutly defended fortress of 
protected privilege.

cow represents the headquarters of one 
of his most bitter enemies, viz., Com- 
munism. Social service work boasts a 
sincere champion in the person of Mr. 
Woodsworth, although he apparently 
appears to be somewhat at a loss for 
procedure. The C.C.F. head has that 
faculty for spotting the diseased por- 
tions that abound in every nation. His 
most earnest desire is to rid Canada 
of her slums, her hungry and her dis- 
couraged. We repeat that Mr. Woods- 
worth impresses us as being almost 
religiously sincere. Social reform is in 
his blood, But this august gentleman 
is rather out of place in the resound- 
ing halls at Ottawa; would he not be 
of more service in the field instead 
of on the platform? Practicability has 
always been the weak link of advanced 
socialist ardor, and like Dicey, we feel 
that Democracy as we know it will 
hardly be the running mate of Uto- 
pianism. Mankind is too basically con- 
servative to appreciate rapid changes, 
or even to progressively desire more 
moderate reforms; for while there are 
filth-laden gutters, we should not al- 
low ourselves to lose sight of the 
nearby highway that carries the Do- 
minion on its way. 
* * * 

Mr. King was apparently the mys- 
tery man of the last election. The 
majority of those vote-casting citizens 
doubted whether he was the MacKen- 
zie King of ten years ago. In truth, 
Mr. King has not changed a great deal, 
but election policies and circumstances 
have apparently altered the situation. 
The best answer to popular questioning 
will be found in the fact that for seven- 
teen years the Liberal-Progressive 
Party has never seen fit to choose a 
new leader. The Prime Minister has 
that lucky knock of gathering good 
men together and making them work 
side by side without loss of respective 
personalities. In direct contrast to Mr. 
Bennett, who is never abashed by the 
spotlight, our Mr. King much prefers 
privacy at all times. This successor 
of Laurier is more at home in legisla- 
tive chambers than on an electioneer- 
ing stump, and when in the former 
places can give good show to his con- 
ciliatory abilities. There, he is easily 
the equal of Mr. Bennett—a politician 
founded upon a great knowledge of 
social problems and many, many years 
of practical, successful administrative 
experience. If his party lives up to the 
analytical definition of its title, then 
Canada should have little to fear from 
her governmental future. At the best, 
we can only hope; since the “mills 
grind slow.”

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Calgary Bronks Run Wild 


To Score 30 Point Lead 


MORTON OUT OF GAME FOR REST OF SEASON 


MacKenzie of Bronks Outstanding Player of Game, Scoring 
Four Touches 


The machine-like deadliness of the Calgary Bronks overcame the 


Golden Bears on Grid Saturday. 


The Bronks’ interference cut a 


way for their ball-carriers, who went through to make yards time 


and time again. 


The brilliant broken field running of MacKenzie 


for the Bronks, with that of McKenna and McQueen, counted to give 


Calgary a thirty-point lead over 


Varsity. The Bears played their 


toughset game of the year, but showed more fight and more game- 


ness than in previous matches. 
wall, Varsity was forced to bow before 
the heavier and more able Calgary 
squad. The change of pace and shifty 
running of the Bronk backfielders 
made the tackling for Varsity diffi- 
cult. The heavier southern line stood 
up like a brick wall. Alberta was un- 
able to gain yards on bucks. 

The Bronks drew first blood in the 
game when Gordie Wilson was rouged 
early in the first quarter. Gilkes for 
the Bronks made a wonderful run of 
45 yards, and was stopped at Varsity’s 
two-yard line by Morton. Varsity was 
saved when Calgary was penalized 20 
yards. Calgary kicked to Gordie Wil- 
son, and again Wilson was rouged. 


In the second quarter MacKenzie in- 
tercepted a forward pass from Morton, 
who was badly injured on the play. 
MacKenzie ran the ball 25 yards into 
position for a drop kick, which Calgary 
made, and raised the score to 5-0. 
Several long runs and a forward pass 
brought the Bronks back to Varsity’s 
touchline, and McKenzie went over 
for five points. Don Wares converted, 
making the score 11-0. A few minutes 
after the ball was put in play, Don 
Wares was injured and forced to leave 
the game. 


In a power play on Varsity’s two- 
yard line, Woywitka and Laurence 
tangled, both being penalized for the 
rest of the game. The green and gold 
was put in a spot, having lost both 
her kickers. G. Wilson kicked the ball 
out of danger, but a forward pass from 
McKenna gave Gibson a break, who 
ran the ball into touch. Score 16-0. 

Early in the third quarter Mac- 
Kenzie made the most brilliant play 
seen on this grid this season when he 
eluded a dozen tacklers to run 50 
yards for a touchdown. The ball was 
kicked to the deadline, raising Cal- 
gary’s lead to 22 points; and in the 
next series of plays MacKenzie ran 
through for another touch, giving Cal- 
gary in all 27 points. Calgary again 
drove Varsity back, finally kicking to 
Scott and rouging him for another 
point. A forward pass from McKenna 
to Woosyk was run to touch. Score 
33-0. McKenzie for Calgary broke 
loose again, but the play was called 
back. 

In the beginning of the fourth quar- 
ter the ball was snapped over Mac- 
Kenzie’s head, who recovered, but was 
downed by Zender. Varsity showed 
real fight, and Willie Scott went over 
for the Bears’ first major score of the 
season. Score 33-5. McQueen and 
MacKenzie put the ball deep in Alberta 
territory, and when Blades fumbled he 
was rouged, giving Calgary 34 points. 
Three more first downs and a forward 
pass, and MacKenzie went over for 
another touch. The ball was convert- 
ed, giving Calgary 40. In the dying 
moments of the game Bronks fumbled, 
the ball was knocked loose and kicked 
several times, Blades grabbing it and 
putting it into touch to give Varsity 
five points. 

Final score, 40-10.
